REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest all of the limitations of the claimed 
invention including a method of manufacturing surge arrestors with the limitation of depositing 
individual beads of flexible, adhesive, and dielectric material on the previously-formed stack at 
interfaces between each adjacent pair of varistors where the varistors touch each other, such that 
the individual beats are spaced apart from each other in an axial direction of the stack. 
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Claims 22-27 are rejoined to the amended claim 1 for allowance as the application is a 
PCT case where there should be two new groups: (Group I: Claims 1-18 and 22-27) and (Group 
II: Claims 19-21) for restriction (of which Group II is cancelled on 3/13/07) and the Restriction 
Requirement done on 1/17/06 with two groups: (Group I: Claims 1-18) and (Group II: Claims 
19-27) for restriction is withdrawn for the two new groups set as above for a proper PCT 
Restriction between independent Claims 1 and 19 only.
